INTERIM  OPPORTUNITIES 

Avila's  Interim  Program  begins  January  4.  The  program 
gives  Alumnae  and  students  an  opportunity  to  earn  credit, 
have  enjoyment  and  get  information.  The  Department  of 
Education  and  Psychology  has  made  arrangements  for  99 
students  who  will  be  receiving  credit  for  experiences  in 
social  agencies,  nurseries,  day  care  centers,  preschool, 
elementary,  and  secondary  schools  and  special  education. 
The  experiences  are  community-oriented  and  are  planned 
to  give  in-depth  study.  These  students,  receiving  practical 
application  in  their  chosen  field,  are  required  to  keep  a 
daily  log  and  to  present  a summary  of  learnings  to  the  Dept. 
Chairman  upon  their  return  to  the  college.  Students  will  be 
working  in  California,  Georgia,  Colorado,  Kansas  and 
Missouri. 

The  Human  Relations  Seminar,  in  their  microlab  sessions, 
includes  role-playing,  reading,  and  other  community 
nssignments  with  the  study  of  principles  of  human  in- 
faction,  applicable  to  person-oriented  professions. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  Design  of  Instructional  Materials 
will  devote  time  to  the  creation  and  collection  of  visual  aids 
in  teaching. 

The  Great  Northern  Hotel  in  New  York  City  will  be  the 
address  of  1 5 students  and  their  coordinator,  Sister  Jane,  as 
they  tour  New  York.  Heading  the  list  of  places  to  see  and 
things  to  do  are  Broadway  and  off-Broadway  plays;  Lincoln 
and  Rockefeller  Centers;  Radio  City;  United  Nations; 
Greenwich  Village;  Statue  of  Liberty;  the  Ballet  and 
Symphony  — and  dining  at  exciting  places. 

Another  Interim  offering  is  Black  Culture.  This  course 
taught  by  Sister  Margaret  John,  will  be  concerned  with  the 
history  of  Black  America  and  its  eminent  men. 

Sister  Margaret  John  has  received  two  consecutive 
grants  from  the  Ford  Foundation  to  study  at  Fisk  University, 
Nashville;  Hampton  Institute,  Hampton,  Va.  and  a KRCHE 
grant  for  research  both  at  Hampton  and  New  York.  This 
past  summer,  Sister  Margaret  John  studied  Black  History  at 
Howard  University,  Washington,  D.C.  (English-Sociology 
credits). 

Also  offered  are:  Seminar  on  Group  Dynamics;  Children's 
Theatre;  Understanding  the  Drug  User;  and  mini,  midi, 
maxi  courses  in  French,  enabling  the  student  to  earn  from 
one  to  five  credit  hours.  Meeting  once  weekly  these  courses 
encompass  Highlights  in  French  History,  French  Im- 
pressionism in  Art,  Music,  Poetry,  French  Literature,  France 
Today  and  Trave/views.  For  additional  listings  and  in- 
formation on  the  INTERIM  PROGRAM  call  942-3204.
